Spanish Garrison at Manzanillo Disputes
Eutry of Colonel Ray's Tronps.

——

BLOODSHED IS IMMINENT FOR A TIME

Amerienn Commnander Hus a Stormy
Interview with Colonel Parron,
hut Hemalns in
the Clty.

MANZANILLO, Oct. 5.—A fight was nar-
rowly averted yesterday afternoon betwean
the Spanish garrigon under Colonel Parron
aud the United States troops under Colonel
Hay, who have arrived here from Santlago
to take possession of the city, The arrival
of the Americans had (anken the Spanish
commander by surprige and he had repre-
sunted o Colonel Ray that he bhad recelved
vord from General Blanco informing him
that the date for the Amerlcan ocoupation
had been postponed to October 10. He re-
quested Colonel Ray to cable for additional
instructions, The latter conaented to do so
and sent a dispateh to General Lawton at
santingo,

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning, Colonel
Ray not having heard from CGeneral Lawton
to the contrary, sent word by Adjutant
General Colling to Colonel Parron that In
accordance with his Instructions he should
murch the men to the city from the dock a
mile away, whers the United States trans-
port had removed at the request of Colonel
Parron, and would take possession of the
public bulldiog o the name of the United
States.

Advanee Into the Clty,

At 8§ o'clock the battallon was in motlon
with colors flying Colonel Ray marched
toward the eclty, but befare the troops
reached the ety gate Adjutant General Col-
lns arrived with Colonel Parron's reply.
The latter sald he had no objection to sur-
rendering the custom house at once provided
the American Nag wius not ralsed, Colonel
Ray sald the United States was not acs
customed to taking possesslon without dis-
playing this insignia. The march was re-
sumed. When the troops passed the guard
at the gate—a body of twenty-five—the
Iatter lned up and suluted. The report soon
epread through the clty that the Americans
Fad arrived with colors fiying and the streets
were soon thronged by apparently the whole
population, men, women and children turn-
fng out by thousands as the reglment
marched toward the principal square, where
it halted.

At this point a Spapish bugler sounded
the call to armes and the Spanish garrison
turned out to the number of 000 men on
the other alde of the squara,

The Spanish commander said he had un-
derstood from Colonel Ray that matiers were
to remaln over untll October 10 and that
he considered himself tricked. Colonel Ray
explained that he had never sald anything
of that sort, that his Instructions were to
take possession of the clty on October 7,
that he had ecabled for further instructions,
and, not having recelved any, that he had
procesded to act upon hig original orders,
Thereupon Colonel Parron sald the American
troops must be removed at once. Colonel
Ray refused. Colonel Parron declared he
would use force.

Colonel Ray answaered:

Stormy Interview Takes Place.

“If you wish to precipitate further hos-
tilitles with the United States I am unable
to prevent it, but so far as I am concerned
I have certain orders, which, as n soldler,
I am bound to carry out. 1 appreclate the
position In which you find yourself, but am
unable to help you. If the United Siates
troops are fired upon I belleve the men
who are with me are guite able to take
care of themselves, even though a little
outnumbered, and, although I am opposed to
a useless waste of life, I shall face the
1ssue In any way It suits you."

Colonegl Parron sald he would immediately
order the arrest of the oficer who allowed
the American troops to pass the clty gate,

Colonel Ray retorted:

“If he had refused I should have been un-
der the unpleasant necessity of shootlng him
and then forcing an entrance.'

After considerable discusslon and many
requests on the part of Colonel Parron that
Colonel Ray should take his men out of the
city until General Blanco could be commu-
nicated with, it was declded not to take ac-
tion until the eable ofce had closed at 6
this afternoon, Colonel Ray asserting i‘hat
if at that time no further instructlons had
been recelved he would take actlon lmnie-
diately before nightfall,

In the meantime the United States troops
were to be marched up to the barracks,
which the Spaniarda left last night, on de-
parting for Cienfucgos, Colonel Ray consent-
ing to encase the colors out of deference to
Colonel Parron’s fear that the sight of the
American flug might excite the Spanish ele-
ment beyond restraint and so provoke some
overt act leading to bloodshed.

Collinion Between Troops.

On leaving the palnce the two colonels
walked to the square, where they arrived
Just In time to prevent a collislon between
their forcea, It appears that some Spanish
officers, who had misunderstood @an order
from Colopel Parron, had just wotified the
American troops that they must leave imime-
diately. Captain Frost, in commuand during
Colonel Ray's absence, refused to comply,
whereupon he was told that the blood of his
men would be upon thelr own heads,

At this moment Colonel Ray came up and
Captain Frost  reported the ozcurrence
Colone! Parron promptly ordercd his over-
2oalous subordinate away. Then began the
march of A mile to the barracks through the
ecrowded streete, most of the onlookers belng
evidently pro-8panish, judging from their
Bcowling looks and uncomplimentary re-
marks. The march led around the équare,
As the Americans passed the Spanish gar-
Irimn the latter presented arms. The baps
racks were found in a healthful loeality and
in good condition.

ARMY OFFICERS ON HOSPITAL CONDITIONS

Carelesnness of Men in Takiog Sani-
tary PPrecantions Reaponsible for
Discase—=Reglmental Hospl-
tals the Hest,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8. —The war lnvesti-
Ealing commission examined two witnesses
today, They were Dr. Glifia, who was In
charge of thae Bternberg hospital at Camp
Thomas, Chickamauga Park, Ga., and Cap-
tain Baldridge, a brigade commissary of sub-
sistence at Camp Cuba Libre at Jacksouville.

of the various camps. They will go either
to Camp Meade or to Jacksonville Arst,

#lnks were poorly located. They were too
near the kitchens and were too shal'ow.
Many of them were only seventy-five foot
from the company kitchen and were open
when he arrlved. He then had them moved
farther back and gave directions for dally
disginfection and covering. By thia time,
however, the reglments were all Infected,
as he thought, by the flles golng from the
sinks to the mess table.

Record of Sternberg Hospltal,

Dr. GifMin was given charge of the con-
structlon of the Sternberg hospital on Au-
gust 1, and after the hospital was con-
gtructed was the chief surgeon there. 1lo
sald the tents comprising this hoapital were
14x15 feet, floored and supplied with four
beds each. There were 100 tents and a
number of wooden buildings. Five hundred
and thirty-three patients was the largest
number of men at the hospltal at one time,
and all told 1,127 men had bean bealed
therea up to the 6th inst. Of these & per
cent were typhold, the next miost prollifie
case being venereal troubles, There had
heen sixty-seven deaths at the ‘ustlitution.
The cases sent to him were generally
the most dangerous. He had twenty-five
contract surgeons and two regulars and 167
female nurses and 169 members of the hospi-

tnl corps. He had recelved no complaints
and he was sure the attendants were
efficient. His requisitions were sent direct

to the surgeon general at Washington by
wire, and there was never any delay, he
often belng directed to purchase at Chat-
nooga. Many articles were sent to the
men from the north, but as a rule they
spoiled before they arrived and could not be
used,  When patients began to convalesce
they were put on a specinl diet for a week
and then furloughed and sent home. He
was particular not to allow any of the pa-
tlents to legve for home until they were guf-
ficlently recovered to render it safe for
them to do so.

He thought that the contract surgeons
should have been examined before they were
appointed, They were not go examined to
hisn knowledge., The doctor expressed the
opinion that the complaints of atarvatlon
had arisen from the fact that it was neces-
8ary to put convalescents from typhold fever
on & sparse diet. He thought many deatha
had been caused by over-feeding after con-
valescents returned to thelr homes. Orders
were given to his knowledge for prompt
measures louking to the suppresaion of the
fever when it broke out, but the orders had
not been obeyed, He knew of cases in which
the sloks were to the last within twenty feet
of the kitchens and io the cases of the
Fourteenth Minnesota and Ninth Pennsyl-
vanla reglments the sinks were crowded near
the kitchens when there was a quarter of a
mlle of open fleld back of them, He thought
that It bad been a mistake to locate so many
men togother uas were at Camp Thomas.
